He has a _ per- 
fect right to aspire to represent 
the Fifty-Sevénth District in the 
Assembly, and the matter is t® 
be determined by the Republican 
voters on the twenty-sixth day of 
this month. 
It has been cnargeda against me 
as an aspirant for the nomina- 
tion that I  suppprted Senator 
Hiram Johnson in the Presiden- 
tial ‘primaries instead of giving 
my vote to President Coolidge. I

Twenty-five Cent Slash 
Made by Board 


Work on Compiling Rates for 
the School Districts of the 
County Will Soon Be Under 
Way. 


Reduction of approximately 25 
cents in the courty’s portion of 
the 1924-25 tax levy was assured 








yesterday, when the supervisors 
practically completed their deci- 
sions on various items of ex- 
pense. 


The county rate, including the 
county school tax, will be approx- 
imately $2.75 inside cities as com- 
pared with $3 last year. The dis- 
trict road tax of 45 cents and the 
county library tax of 5 cents will 
he the same as last year, making 
the rate outside of cities $3.25 .as 
compared with $3.50 last year. 

The sciool department co-oper- 
ated in keeping the rate down 
and financial difficulties in the 
Colton High School district, which 
needed a rate of $70 per pupil 
whereas the rest of the districts 
only need $60, the minimum pro- 
vision of the state law, were iron- 
ed out so that it would not be 
necessary to make a levy on the 
basis of $70 per pupil. 

Colton School is Provided For 

Miss Ida M. Collins, superin- 
tendent of the county schools, 
and G. H. Jantzen, city superin- 
tendent of schools, approved the 
arrangement which will eliminate 
the necessity of closing the Col- 
ton school. before the end of the 
regular term. The Colton school 
authorities will eliminate every 
item of expense possible and the 
county general fund will contrib- 
ute $5,000 if that is necessary at 
the end of the school year. 

Work on compiling the rates 
for the school districts of the 
county will be started within a 
few days. Various cities in the) 
county. are likewise ‘figuring on’ 
their budgets and tax rates. 

County officials have been at 
work on the 1924-25 budget for 
several months. The last fiscal 
year made heavy inroads into the 
county’s emergency fund, the re 
pairs incident to .the earthquake 
damage to various county build- 
ings and foot and mouth disease 
quarantine making up the large 
items of the unexpected expendi- 
tures. The levy for the emer- 
gency fund will be imcreased to 
bring it back to its former level.

posed to the new road. Like 
practically all the protestants, 
Kineaid declared that it was 
not opposition to that particu- 
lar improvement, but to all 
projects in the county. that 
would necessitate increased 
taxation at this time. 

Supervisor Chairman A. G. 
Kendall and C. E. Grier, super- 
visor in this district, both as- 
sured the protestants that no 
county or general funds would 
be expended on this road, de- 
claring that the. money would 
come from gasoline tax funds. 

This answer was met with 
the statement that should the 
gasoline tax money be used 
for the new road, there would 
have t® be tax increases to 
maintain and improve other 
roads which would otherwise 
get the benefit of the gasoine 
money. 

Benton Ballou, representing 
the Ontario Chamber of Com- 
merce, pleaded for the board’s 
more careful consideration of 
the costs to the taxpayers, 
despite the assertions that no 
tax increase would be neecs- 
sary. 

Attorney A. W. Burt drove 
home a point for the Arrow 
Route when he said, ‘‘If fif- 
teen years ago this county had 
purchased a court house site 
in San Bernardino thousands 
of dollars would have been 
saved the taxpayers. Procur- 
ing the Arrow Route right-of- 
way at this time when the 
vast majority of 
owners are willing to give the 
right-of-way is excellent fore- 


sight and building of the road- 
way can be taken up when 
business conditions are im- 
| proved.’’ 


During the hearing it devel- 
oped the county had no plan 
to inelude the project in the 
{1924-25 tax levy and that if 
the road is constructed it will 
be built by funds of the second 
supervisorial district, which is 
represented by Supervisor C. 
E. Grier of Upland.

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Salvaging Hidden Wealth 


N the rivers of the Lake States there lies today millions 


of dollars’ worth of wealth in the form of pine logs 
which became waterlogged and sank during the drives 
of fifty years ago. These timbers when reclaimed from 
the river bottoms are virtually as good lumber as the day 
they were cut from the living tree. The lumber is slightly 
brittle but its value is reduced very little. When the drives 
were on in the old days the lumberjacks and rivermen worked 
feverishly to keep the logs together that they might take 
advantage of the freshet water which was stored by means 
of a series of log dams in all the larger rivers and their 
tributaries throughout the pineries of the Lake States. Logs 
were banked on the river during the winter and in the spring 
break-up they went tearing down to the mills far below on 
the main streams. During periods of extremely high water 
many of these logs became hidden from view in quiet back- 
waters and bayous. Becoming waterlogged they sank to the 
bottom where they have been preserved throughout the long 
years. This timber is the property of several lumber com- 
panies, many of which have gone out of existence years ago. 
| Bach log, however, bears the stamp of the company which 
cut it and under the law it remains that company’s property. 
An attempt to salvage these timbers would be, in the eyes of 
the law, theft, unless undertaken by the owners or their heirs, 
many of whom have died. It has been estimated that in the 
Menominee River alone there is more than 100,600,000 feet 
of lumber worth*about $25 a thousand feet today. The Mus- 
kegon, Manistee and Au Sable rivers in Michigan, the Chip- 
pewa in Wisconsin and many of the larger streams in North- 
ern Minnesota have these golden hoards in their beds awaiting 
the inevitable day when the laws will permit the exploitation 
and utilization of their hidden treasures. In. the meantime 
the timbers will keep indefinitely. 
0o—————— 
Need of Moral Education 
YISHOP WILLIAM HALL MORELAND, of the diocese 
of Sacramento, in a sermon recently delivered in the 
cathedral in that city, said that we have made a fetish 
of the publie school and look upon it as the salvation 
of the nation, through universal education. We have been 
expending millions upon it, he said, and expecting it to do 
the impossible, which is to make good, moral, intelligent and 
worthy citizens, by mere education of the intellect without 
a corresponding development of moral character. 

He declared that in all our advance education and our 
wonderful public schools educational facilities, the youth of 
the land are growing up in ignorance of the Bible and without 
the anchor of ‘religion in their lives. As a result, he said, 
‘‘we are swamping the courts with bootleggers and burglars 
and jails with youthful criminals.’’ He further declared that 
‘‘unless the people in their might demahd the intelligent co- 
operation of secular and religious education, we are headed 
for an orgy of crime and licentiousness in the United States 
such as has not been seen since the days of Nero.’’ 

This is a very grave and alarming statement, the more so 
that its truth appeals to our common observation. There is 
general recognition of the fact that there is not enough of the 
moral mingled with the intellectual in our educational system. 
When the Bible was taken out of the public schools, much of 
the high moral spirit formerly ineculeated in pupils went with 
it. The question now has become acute, how this moral train- 
ing may be restored, while yet adhering to the theory which 
led to the classing of the Bible, as a sectarian religious book, 
and..therefore can not be used in schools supported by taxes 
levied upon individuals who do not believe in it and who 
object. 1 pane} es 3 ‘i 

This leaves unsettled the question of how we are to teacli 
high morality while continuing to place a ban upon the book 
upon which the morality and the high ideals of the United 
States are founded. That we must do it in some way or go 
to smash morally Bishop Moreland declared is inevitable. 
Other agencies for moral training — called no ‘‘character 
development’’— have not proved adequate for the task.—- 
Riverside Press.

But it all illustrates the gigantic power of the people’s 
savings. By organization and sufficient time, employes could 
buy out all employers. 

Would things run smoothly if employes by purehase be- 
came their own employers? Not unless they united in an 
organization with almost military diseipline to handle the 
management. Petty jealousies and rivalries would be fatah 
/Every business, to be efficient, must have a Real Boss at its 
head, the same as an army must have a staff presided over 
by a general with the power of decision. 

Our original American settlers discarded the monarchy 
idea in government. But they brougi:t over and clung to the 
monarchial system in business ——the employer the ruler, em- 
‘ployes his subjects. We are gradually in business getting 
a semblance of the democracy we have in government,

Eggs have a very good food 


Wntered at Postoffice at Upland, Cal., as Second-Class Mail Matter) value,“ and are rich in protein, 


making them a desirable asset to 
the average meal. The ease with 
which they may be prepared and 
their use as meat substitutes 
makes them a boon to the house- 
wife. There are several ways of 
using eggs as the principal dish 
at dinner on these warm summer 
nights, and the following are all 
tried and tested recipes. 
Rolled Eggs 
Scoop the insides from stale 
buns, and place them in the oven 
for a few minutes, three or four 
is sufficient, then drop a whole 
egg in each'and cook until egg 
is set. 


Eggs in Nest 


Cook spaghetti in salted water 
until done. When ready to serve 
coil the spaghetti on a platter to 
form nests, drop a poached egg 
in the centre of each nest, and 
serve with a tomato sauce. 


Rice and Eggs 


To one cup of boiled rice add 
two hard-boiled eggs chopped, 
and half a dozen pitted olives. 
Heat all together and serve with 
a cream sauce. 


Stuffed Eggs 


Half dozen hard boiled eggs, 
butter, two tablespoonsful grated 
cheese. Cut the eggs in half, 
take out yolks, and smash with a 
fork, add the cheese and a tea- 
spoonful of melted butter, fill 
white shells, and serve on bed 
of lettuce with sliced tomatoes. 


Left-over Whites of Eggs 


Beat whites until stiff, with 
very little sugar, drop by spoon- 
fuls into a saucepan of hot water 
or milk. Cook for two minutes, 
take out with skimmer and place 
on slices of stale sponge cake. 
Dot tops of whites with jelly 
or dates. 


Delicious Scrambled Eggs 


Yolks of three eggs, one slice 
of bacon cut in small pieces, lit- 
tle bit of green pepper, half cup 
of milk, and one _ tablespoonful 
butter. Melt butter in pan, and 
stir in yolks, etc., cook until set 
and serve on buttered toast.

One cup of coffee left from 
breakfast, reheat, and. dissolve 
in it one heaping teaspoonful of 
gelatine first soaked in two table- 
spoonsfuls of cold water, add two 
tablespoons of sugar, and when 
half. cold whip in the stiff white 
of an egg. Serve with boiled cus- 
tara. 


Rice Mold 


Soak two tablespoons of gela- 
tine in cold water, and add half 
a cup of boiling water. When dis- 
solved, add half cup of any can- 
ned fruit, cherries, pineapple or 
raspberries are the best, half cup 
of sugar, and a little lemon juice. 
Add all this to one cup of well 
cooked rice, and when thorough- 
ly mixed add half cup of whipped 
cream. Turn into mold and place 
on ice for three hours. 

ec OWE 
Cocoanut Cream 

Make a custard of yolks of 
two eggs, third of a cup of sugar, 
and two cups of milk. When 
cooked, remove from fire and 
add two tablespoons gelatine prev- 
iously soaked in one-fourth tup 
of water for ten minutes. When 
mixture begins to set, add one 
cup shredded cocoanut, whites of 
two eggs beaten stiff, and vanilla 
flavoring. Line a mold with 
slices of pineapple, pour in mix- 
tre and chill. 
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Jellied Prunes 

Cook enough prunes to make 
two cups when done. Remove 
stones and cut in pieces. To the 
water in which the prunes were 
cooked add enough cold water to 
make two cups. Add two table- 
spoons gelatine previously soak- 
ed, and dissolve in hot liquid. 
Add half cup of sugar and juice 
of one lemon, strain over prunes, 
and when beginning to thicken, 
pour into sherbert glasses. 


Jelly Charlotte 

Cut out the centre of a stale 
sponge cake, leaving the bottom 
and sides thick enough to hold 
a pint of jelly. Prepare a lemon, 
strawberry or orange jelly, and 
when cold pour into cake form, 
and set away to harden. When 
ready to serve, cover the top with 
whipped. cream and chopped nuts. 


To freshen shredded cocoanut, 
soak it in sweet milk for a few 
seconds before using. 


In boiling corned beef, add a 
small onion, a pinch of ginger, 
and few cloves. This will im- 
prove the flavor of the beef. 


A pinch of baking soda added 
to any boiled syrup will keep it 
from crystallizing. A  teaspoon- 
ful vinegar ‘added to homemade 
syrup will keep it from candying 
after it stands.

We 
require national defense, but 
it must be limited. We need 
public improvements, but they 
must be gradual, We have to 
make some eapital investments, 
but they must be certain to 
give fair returns. Every dol- 
lar expended must be made in 
the light of all our national 
resources, and all our national 
needs. It is here that the bud- 
get system gets its strength 
as a method of fiscal admin- 
istration. 

Budget System Results 

‘‘What progress we have 
made in ordering the national 
finances is easily shown. A 
comparison of our receipts and 
expenditures for the last four 
years illustrated conclusively 
what has been acomplished 
during the three years of the 
budget system. 


‘Roy the fiscal year ending;months absence at Edgemont, 
June 30, 1921, the last pre-,So. Dak., returned home last 


budget year, our expenditures 


were $5,538,000,000 and our 
receipts $5,624,000,000. For 
the succeeding three years, 


which include the year which 
ended June 30, 1924, our ex- 
penditures were $3,795,000,000 
$3,697,000,000 and $3,497,000.- 
000 respectively. Here we 
show a progressive and con- 
sistent reduction in expendi- 
tures. On the other side of 
the ledger our receipts for 
1922 were $4,109,000,000 ; 1923, 
$4.007,000.000; and 1924, $3,- 
995,000,000. An analysis of 
these figures shows that in 
the face of a progressive re- 
duction in receipts we have 
still achieved a substantial sur- 
plus at the end of each of the 
fiscal years—$314,000,000 for 
1922; 310,000,000 for 1928, 
‘and in excess of $500,000,000 
for 1924. The amounts which 
I have stated as being the 
expenditures, receipts and sur- 
plus for the fiscal year 1924, 
are only approximate. We 
will not have the actual fig- 
ures until the books are final- 
ly balanced. The surplus ac- 
cumulated at the end of each 
of the last three fiscal years 
has been applied to the reduc- 
tion of the public debt in addi- 
tion to the reductions required 
by law under the sinking fund 
and other acts. Without the 
aid of this recurring surplus 
the public debt would be $1,- 
100,000,000 more than it now 
stands, and the interest charges 
would be some $45,000,000 
greater next year than we 
shall now have to pay. 

‘‘Along with this reduction 
in expenditures has gone a 
progressive reduction of the 
public debt with its attendant 
relief from the burden of in- 
terest. On June 30, 1921, the 
= debt was $23,976,000,- 





000. In 1922 it had been re- 
dueed more than $1,000,000 to 
$22,349,999,999. In 1924 it had 
been reduced more than $600,- 
600,000,000 to #22,349,000,000. 
In 1924 it has been reduced 
again by more than $1,000.- 
,000,000, and stands at an 
estimated amount of $21,254,- 
000,000, which is a reduction 
in three years of $2,722,000,- 
000. and means a saving of in- 
terest of more than $120,000.- 
000 a year.

TRAFFIC PUSHES 
ROADBUILDERD 


That California will have to 
maintain full speed ahead on 
its highway program is in- 
dicated by the biennial traffie 
census taken in June. This 
indicates an inerease of ap- 
proximately 47 per cent over 
the figures for 1922, the date 
of the last census. Curiously 
enough this is equal to the in- 
crease that was recorded for 
the period between 1920 and 
1922 and shows that the traf- 
fie expansion is keeping pace 
with the growth in the num- 
ber of motor vehicles. 

The result of the two bien- 
nial cheeks on traffie in all 
parts of the state appear to 
indicate that there has been a 
constant annual inerease in the 
use of the roads since 1920. 
If the future is to be judged 
by the past, similar growth 
will be recorded in 1926, mak- 
ing it imperative that every 
possible activity be employed 
in maintaining existing high- 
ways, widening those that are 
overburdened with traffic, and 
providing new roads to relieve 
the more congested sections. 

It is pointed out by authori- 
ties on highway construction 
that the process is a continu- 
ous job, as old roads are con- 
stantly in need of repairs and 
the rapid increase in vehicles 
using the roads makes pressing 
need for additional outlays. 

The Automobile Club of 
Southern California, the State 
Highway Commission and var- 
ious boards of supervisors 
after thorough investigation 
are agreed with the special 
committee appointed by the 
governor that new methods of 
financing highway construe- 
tion must be adopted. It is 
generally conceded that plans 
must be devised that will be 
equitable and furnish a steady 
and ample source of revenue 
to provide for a_ systematic 
and adequate highway develop- 
ment program.

JUNIOR HOLLIDAY DEAD MAN FOUND 


INMOJAVE DESERT 


Two miles north of Dead 
Man’s Point, in the Mojave 
Desert, the body of Charles S. 
Sheridan, 69 years old, was 
found yesterday by Charles 
Wass, a relative of the dead 
man, who has been searching 
for him since his disappear- 
ance two weeks ago. The body 
of Sheridan was located two 
miles from where he had 
abandoned his automobile after 
leaving the road and becoming 
hopelessly lost in the track- 
less wastes.

It was believed yes- 
terday that the engine of the 
ear stalled, and that Sheridan, 
despairing of making repairs 
to the car; decided to walk on 
to some ranch house for help. 


Believe Man Fell Repeatedly 

From the ear to the spot 
where he finally collapsed the 
trail showed where* he had 
fallen, struggled te his feet, 
and continued his fight for 
life time and again. 

A coroner’s jury,. ealled yes- 
terday afternoon by Coroner 
J. B. Hanna,. decided after an 
inquest over the body that the 
deceased came to his death as; 
a result of ‘‘heat’ prostration 
and thirst while mentally de- 
ranged.’’ Coronor Hanna said 
yesterday that he believed that 
Sheridan had been. prostrated 
by the extreme heat within a 
short time after leaving his 
automobile. 

Those acquainted with the 
desert do not think that a 
man of Sheridan’s: age could 
survive long in the terrific 
heat of that region. 

The desert victim had last 
been seen alive: whem he visit- 
ed the Victorville Valley Sup- 
ply Store in Apple Valley, 
July 29. Here he had made} 
several purchases and had 
started on the rgturn trip to 
his homestead, about 13 miles 
away.

000,000 people. 


“If California were as thickly popu- 
lated as Spain is, and there are probably 
no more mountains in California than 
there are in Spain, we would have a 
population of more than 16,000,000 peo- 
ple here. 


“Tn Southern California we have a 
population of twenty-nine to the square 
mile. ineluding Los Angeles, but if we 
were to eliminate Los Angeles, we have 
a population of only twelve people to the 
sqmare mile. 


Plenty of Room 


“In the San Joaquin Valley there are 
twenty-two people to the square mile. 
If the San Joaquin Valley were popu- 
lated like Spain is, there would be 3,- 
500,000 people in the San Joaquin Vol- 
ley—pretty near the entire population 
of the State of California.

BILLION DOLLARS 
I 
ON HOMES 


Two billion dollars, half of 
which will be paid out in wages 
'to skilled ¢raftsmen and labor- 
lers,. will be expended on new 
homes for a population increase 
of 1,500,000 by 1930, according to 
the estimates of experts in study- 
ing tke growth of California. 

It is believed this huge demand 
for labor and building materials 
will prevent labor troubles in 
California for the next decade and 
keep everybody happily busy with 
a share of this mammoth’ con- 
struction program and in the en- 
joyment of continued prosperity. 

All building records, population 
increases and sustained infiux of 
capital in the last year indicate 
that estimates are not above what 
may be confidently expected; in 
fact, there are those who believe 
the figures will go still higher. 

Will Spend Huge Sums 

It is calculated this additional 
population will spend $1,200,000,- 
c00 annually in Western markets 
and these are the astoundingly 
large figures which must be taken 
into consideration in preparing to 
handle the business of the fu- 
ture. 

Considering the population of 
California in 1920 was 3,426,900, 
it may be seen the total business 
which will be done in 1980 will 
be approximately 40 per cent 
greater to care for the population 
of 4,900,000 nine years hence. 

The estimates are arrived at by 
a careful study of. conditions by 
the San Francisco Electric Devel- 
opment League, which has gone 
into the situation thoroughly with 
a view to arriving at the neces- 
sary ‘hydro-electrical development 
to care for all these people. 

The population of California in 
1850 was 92,600; in 1860 it was 
380,000; in 1876 it was 500,200; 
in 1880 it was $64,700; in 1890 it 
was 1,213,400; in 1900 it was 1, 
485,000; in 1910 it was 2,377,500;
